I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1961. 

The  Public  Health  Officials  are  Dr.  A.  Shearer,  part- 
time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr.  William  G.  Davies, 
M.R.S.I.,  M.S.I.A.,  was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year.  He  is  also  Highways  Surveyor,  Water 
Manager  and  Meat  Inspector.  Mr.  Charles  Parcell  has 
been  appointed  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Statistics. 

Area  of  the  Newtown  and  Llanllwchaiarn  Urban 
District  Council  is  7,224  acres. 

Estimated  population,  6,886. 

Number  of  Inhabited  Houses,  according  to  the  rate 
book,  1,702. 

In  addition,  there  are  twenty-five  families  housed  at 
the  old  Military  Camp,  Dolfor  Road.  The  are  also  eleven 
families  in  occupation  of  various  buildings  at  Glandulas 
Camp,  making  a total  of  36. 

Rateable  Value  at  81st  December,  1951,  £27,372. 

Sum  represented  by  One  Penny  Rate,  £104  : 6 : 2. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  and  district  has 
been  good. 
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During  the  early  part  of  January,  a few  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  were  reported. 

From  the  end  of  January  to  June,  there  was  an 
epidemic  of  Measles,  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cases 
were  reported.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Measles.

Tuberculosis. 


The  Notification  of  this  disease  is  satisfactorily 
carried  out  in  this  Area. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis:  Five  female  cases  were 

notified,  aged  respectively  25,  25,  29,  84  and  59. 

One  male  was  notified,  aged  23. 

Two  cases  of  tubercular  glands  were  notified,  one 
female  aged  17,  and  one  male  aged  15. 

One  case  of  tubercular  spine  notified,  a female  aged  19. 

There  were  three  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  : 2 

pulmonary  aged  54  and  63,  one  non-pulmonary  aged  56.

HOUSING. 

During  the  year,  12  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied.  One  was  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Difficulties  in  housing  and  re-housing  still  exist  as  the 
Council’s  housing  list  still  contained  on  the  31st  of 
December,  220  applicants. 

The  Dolfor  Road  and  Gian  Dulas  camps  had  39  huts 
still  in  occupation  on  December  3 1st,  1951. 

The  Council’s  policy  is  housing  tenants  from  these 
huts  and  then  selling  them  by  public  tender. 

WATER  UNDERTAKING. 

The  Council’s  reservoir  supply  is  abundant,  but 
intense  difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year 
from  a variety  of  causes  in  the  distribution  system, 
particulary  from  'wastage  and  corroded  mains. 

Water  is  supplied  direct  to  the  inside  of  houses  and 
there  are  386  houses  which  are  supplied  by  standpipes  in 

Samples  of  the  Town’s  filtered  and  chlorinated  water 
were  taken  during  the  year.  A copy  of  one  Analyst’s 
report  is  reproduced  hereunder: —
